According to the com plaint, Pres­ 
ton Baum gardner w ent to the Bost­ 
wick home at 7:30 arn. on June ll 
and hired Miss Boswlck to work In 
harvest of the berry patch. 
Bitten On Hand 
W hen the copperhead struck It In­ 
flicted two puncture wounds between 
the thum b and first finger of the 
right hand, according to the com­ 
plaint, “requiring m ultiple Incisions 
and hospital care” to cure. 


The com plaint adds th at as a 
result of the bite and subsequent 
treatm ent she “suffered great plain 
and agony” and claim is made th a t 
she should be alloted $1,000 for th a t 
pain. 


Continuing, the com plaint notes 
that she has a perm anent scar and 
disability of the right hand result­ 
ing from the bite and claim is made 
for $5,000 for her for th a t damage. 
First Such Case 
Allegation is m ade th a t the Ba urn- 
gardeners knew, or should 
have 
known, of the possible presence of 
a copperhead or copperheads in the 
berry patch before assigning Miss 
Bostwick to the harvesting task and 
th a t the Baum gardners “failed to 
take adequate precautions in clear­ 
ing the area of snakes.” 


Eugene H. Bostwick asks $6,000 
dam ages for him self as guardian of 
th e girl, thus bringing the total 
sought to $12,000. 


V eteran court house attendant* 
said th a t the case is the first of its 
type in Adams County in their rec­ 
ollection. 


They also added th a t the case 
px>int« up a rem arkable record of 
safety from snake bite in the county 
considering the thousands who each 
year harvest the county’s fruit and 
farm crop*. 
The suit has been brought for Miss 
Bostwick and her guardian by the 
law firm of M ankowitz, Liverant, 
Boyle, Rauhause and K agen of York, 
and Attorney D aniel E. Teeter of 
G ettysburg.

BALTIMORE STREET AT EAST MIDDLE 
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Speech By "Father Of Year" 
Is Sometimes Referred To As 
Another "Gettysburg Address" 


Joseph N. Welch, of Boston, who 
gained fam e In the Army-McCarthy 
hearings, was named 1956 F ather of 
th e Year, as noted, by the National 
F ath er's Day Committee. Many who 
heard this accepatnce speech pro­ 
nounced It another ‘'Gettysburg Ad­ 
dress.” Here it is: 
"There are, I take it, two events 
which m ust take place in the life 
of any m an who becomes the re­ 
cipient of this distinguished award, 
and thus la perm itted to contem ­ 
plate with pride the honor which 
goes with it, An honor which be­ 
longs in the truest sense, not to the 
m an alone, but to his family and, 
in particular, to his wife, w ithout 
whose cooperation, charm ing in the 
extrem e, the status of fatherhood 
could 
not by 
any 
possibility 
be 
achieved. 
"The 
first 
absolutely 
essential 
event is the birth of a child, thus 
creating the status of fatherhood. 
This event happened to Mrs. Welch 
and to me in our natio n s capital 
nearly forty years ago. 


"Second Event” 
"The second essential event is, I 
suppose, some happening or circum ­ 
stance attracting public attention 
on more th an a local scale. 
"It Is fairly easy to identify th at 
event or happening In my life 
"So far as I have a public reputa­ 
tion, though it Is quite a tiny one, 
th at reputation was created, not by 
me. but by electronic engineers, who 
with their magic made it possible 
for so m any people to git nee at my 
face or listen for s mom ent to my 
voice, th at It was inevitable that 
at least few few out of so m any 
would think; tha* some of the things 
I have been heard to say have in 
them some little residue of wisdom 
or validity or even importance, 
“W liatever I may have said or 
done which brings us face to face 
.h a s been au d and done prim arily 
because I am a lawyer and it is as a 
lawyer th a t I wish to speak for a 
m om ent or two only. 
"Disciplined Attitude" 
"Liberty, and particularly liberty 
which stems from the home, actually 
involves attitudes and 
disciplines 
which m ust start in the home and, 
if absent, result in fatal defects in 
the child, the youth, and the m an. 
"For liberty is actually a dis­ 
ciplined attitude toward life and 
tow ard others. 
"Libel ty does not result in s w lid 
gallop across time and space and 
the live* of others, heedlessly ignor­ 
in g their rights and their wisher. 
"True liberty is conduct w ithin the 
• framework of law and rules of de­ 
cency with the result th at any en­ 
joym ent of the beautiful freedoms 
this land delivers to us results in 
no pain and no injury to any other 
h u m an being. 
"This m eans th a t any free life 
m ust be lived within, and be gov­ 
erned by a code of honesty, of fair 
dealing, and of respect for all other 
hum an beings, including those whose 
opinions differ utterly and com plete­ 
ly from our own, and whose views, 
political, religious or others inc, may 
in no sense whatever m atch your 
views or mine. 
"If a single word has to be re­ 
sorted to to describe the good m an 
-—the good citizen—and the good 
father 
it is the word INTEGRITY. 
"If it were in my power to be­ 


stow on the youth of the land one 
single quality, I would not choose, 
I think, wit or wisdom, or even th at 
great boon, education. If I could 
choose but one 
I would choate in ­ 
tegrity. 


"If one day my children 
and 
grandchildren say to each other, 


I ‘He taught us to value Integrity,' 
I shall be content. 
"How is the quality of integrity 
passed on to the children in the 


I home? It is passed on by living a 
life of Integrity, of sober honesty of 
responsible cltisenship. 
"How can one surely fail to pass 
this priceless quality on to children 
In the home? 
"By being a 
little lawless; 
by

bury Manor Chapter. In Hanover 
there is the Digger Choice Chapter, 
I alluding to some historical back­ 
ground of the area in days gone by. 
Colonial tradition Ls a primary 
factor In the rules for membership 
in any chapter of the DAC. Per­ 
sons wishing to join must claim 
direct genealogy from an original 
colonist, an original landowner. The 
ancestor must have given service in 
colonial days as an official or In 
the early wars of the colonies He 
could also have been a signer of the 
oath of allegiance. (Colonists were 
not permitted to come ashore unless 
they signed the oath of allegiance 
to the King of England. All an ­ 
cestors must be traced back to a 
date prior to July 4, 1776. 
In the autumn of 1949 Mrs. C. E.
